Harding, wlio was then President of 
the.United States, to.(all to perform 
certain of his official duties as Presi- 
dent, and that lh« bribe consisted In 
the payment to former Preitdent-Hard- 
Ing ol 4550,000 In the purchase of lh» 
Marlon Star, which was more' than 
twice Us (Mr'value."

The second cause of action Is based 


on the (nut ihat Mr. Vanderlip direct- 
ly or Indirectly caused his speech to 
he published In the New York Tribune 
the day after It was made, and It is 
alleged tl'iat Mr. Vanderllp had actual- 
ly provided (or Its publication by re- 
•questing a reporter of tho Tribune to 
be there wlion 'speech was delivered. 


The third cause of action la based on 


the admission of Mr. Vanderllp, when 
be was a witness before the Senate 
Investigating Committee, that he ap- 
proved of the ruanner In which hla 
speech b;iil been prepared by The As- 
sociated I'ress (or use In the hundreds 
of newspapers served by It throughout 
the civilized .world. It Is charged that 
because of this action Mr. Vanderllp 
waa largely responsible (or the wide 
publicity &iven to the speech.
